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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claim(s) 1 and 4-12 are pending. The following Office Action is in response to 
Applicant's communication dated December 7, 2007. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on December 7, 2007was 
filed after the mailing date of the NON-FINAL Office Action on September 7, 2007. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 - Withdrawn 

With respect to the rejection of claim(s) 1 , 4-7, 1 1 , and 1 2 over Hardin and 
McGuigan, Applicant's arguments (see pg. 3-4), with respect to the McGuigan reference 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. McGuigan does not teach increasing 
the rate of enzyme catalyzed phosphate transfer from a phosphate-labeled nucleotide 
by the addition of manganese. Thus, the rejection has been withdrawn.
